She usually wore 
man’g clothing. 

After two years of this wandering Mc- 

Daniel was captured in the Cherokee Strip. 
He was tried and convicted of murder in 
the first degree, and sentenced to be 
hanged The day before the date of his 
he escaped from jail and went 
to Japan. 
He concealed himself for a time, but was 
nally joined by the woman, and he then 
started a blacksmith shop. They were mar- 
ried, and continued to live in the little 
town, and were living there two months 
ago. Everybody in the neighborhood knew 
McDaniel’s history, and it wae generally 
thought that the Texas County authori- 
ties knew his whereabouts, but were not 
interested sufficiently to make any at- 
tempt to capture him. 

It is thought that McDaniel may have 
gone into Ililinois after the publication of 
his story In the Sunday Post-Dispatch, in 
order to evade the possibility of arrest, 
and that while there he got into trouble 
which landed him in the Belleville Jail.

Handwriting Expert Says 
Did Not Write the Bordereau. 


The evidence of the handwriting experts 
followed. , 

M. Gobert, after testifying to facts pub- 
lished April 22 and April 24, vehemently 
protested against the insinuation that he 
was an interested witness. He referred to 
he 30 years of services, during which he 
had reported on thousands of documents, 
and added, visibly affected: 

“I protest against the term “interested 
expert,” adding, turning towards the pris- 
oner: 

“After all I have no right to complain, 
when I look at this unfortunate man now 
before you.” (Great sensation.) 

The court closely followed M. Gobert’s 
exhaustive story of his examination of the 
bordereau and his interview with Gens. 
Mercier, De Boisdeffre and Gonse. 

M. Gobert asserted that the handwriting 
of the bordereau was natural and fluent, 
but that it was almost illegible, whereas, 
Dreyfus, even when writing rapidly, al- 
ways wrote most legibly. 

The witness asked Gen. Gonse if an en- 
velope accompanied the bordereau, as he, 
M: Gobert, wished to see what the writer's 
careful calligraphy was like, explaining that 
the address of a letter is always in a firm- 
er hand than its contents. Gen. Gonse 
refused the request on the ground that the 
witness mast not know the name of the 
addressee. The General also refused to al- 
low the bordereau to be photographed, al- 
leging that if the War Office photographers 
were allowed to photograph it all Paris 
would be acquainted with the bordereau 
the next day.

New York Butchers Raising a 
$5,000,000 Fund. 


PRICES TO BE CUT IN HALF. 


WEALTHY CATTLE GROWERS 
WILL HELP RETAILERS. 


Stock Raisers Complain That They Get 
No Share in the Profits Made by 
the Combine Since the Era 
of High Prices. 


NEW YuRK, Aug. 2%.—The Pkecutive 
Committee of the Retail Butchers’ Protec- 
tive Aasociation met last night to consider 
means to fight the Chicago wholesalers. 
They decided to recommend the raising of 
@ fund of $5,000,000. Of this sum $3,000,000 is 
to be raised by the retailers themselves 
and $2,000,000 by popular subscription at $1 
@ share, with a maximum holding by any 


one person of 2 shares. When the com- 
mittee went into session it had pledged 
Subscriptions of $700,000. When it had fin- 
ished this had been increased to $1,000,000. 
President Wagner said there was no doubt 
that the entire $3,000,000 will be quickly 
raised by the retailers in New York City 
alone. The remaining $2,000,000 it is intend- 
ed to dispose of to customers, small mer- 
chants, labor organizations and others who 
are opposed to trusts. Some of the retailers 
ave aS many as 50 customers and many 
of these have alreacy asked permission to 
Subscribe to such stock. A 

By comparing notes the members of the 
Executive Committee decided that they 

ersonally knew of men who would take 

0,000 of this popular ‘stock. 

President Wagner said the association 
would confine its efforts for the present to 
this city, taking in the five boroughs. He 
Baid he had conferred with stock raisers 
end their representatives and was assured 
that enough stock to meet the demand 
for beef by this city will be furnished. 
Nothirg has yet been done to prevent rate 
discriminations by the board, but President 
Wagner said he had been assured by stock- 
raisers that he need anticipate no trouble 
from this source when his company as- 
kumes tangible shape and becomes reaily 
formidable. 

George Kahn says the retailers are now 
obliged to sell their meats at an average 
ranging from 12% to 13 cents a pound. When 
the new company gets into the field he 
hopes to see the price cut to from 7 cents 
to 7% cents on the average. President 
Wagner savs the local agents of the Big 
Five meet in this city every Monday morn- 
ing and arbitrarily fix the price to be 
charged for the week. He says it is not 
Tegulated by the market conditions, but by 
“caprice, whims and avarice.”’ 

Wagner walso declares that about 60 per 
cent of the slaughtered beef is available 
for food supply and the rest has to be 
disposed of for various uses, but little is 
lost. He says this city is more favorably 
Situated for the profitable disposition of 
this product than any of the Western cities. 
He says cattle can be shipped here and 
more economically slaughtered and placed 
on the market than in any other city in 
the country. 

It is asserted by the retailers that there 
mre available here for the new abattoirs 
more than 3000 men who have been com- 
—s by many causes to leave the butcher 
usiness and get into other avocations. 
Wagner savs the numerous responses to 
agvertisements for. help by the butchers 
heey that these men—most of whom are 

ighly skilled—will quickly return to the 
trace. . 

When asked what truth there was tn the 
rumor that John D. Rockefeller, William 
C. Whitney and other great capitalists had 
offered to help fight the trust, Wagner said 
a committee was now trying to meet Mr. 
Rockefeller, but he is out of the city and 
has not been accessible. Wagner did not 
know what Mr. Whitney intended to do. 
He says a number of wealthy cattle men 
have agreed to come forward the moment 
the venture takes tangible shape and take 
large blocks of the stock. 

Both President Wagner and Mr. Kahn 
laughed at the claim of the trust that It 
has to pay more for cattle now and that 
this is the cause of the rise in the prices 
of its meats. Both say the stock-ralisers 
are complaining bitterly that they are get- 
ting none of the benefit of the higher meat 
prices, but that, on the contrary, they 
are at the mercy of the trust. which, they 
Bay, is scaling down the prices for stock.

David J. Sinclair, who was negotiating 
the purchase of the mine, was at the mine 
with Henry Gilbert, one of the owners, 
and his friend, Robins, a real estate man 
of Sedalia Huddleston was engineer and 
William Holman was the top foreman. 

Nobody knows how the dynamite explod- 
ed: Gilbert had called the men out of the 
ground to put in several shots and was 
opening a &-pound box of dynamite when 
the explasion occurred, and four more 
boxes of dynamite that were in the powder- 
house, close by, added the‘r force to the 
terribie explosion. A blue flame was seen, 
and fiying human bodies, arms and legs 
were thrown high into the afr. 

A dense column of smoke followed, and 
the Marguerite mining plant, or what was 
left of it, burst into flames. The explosion 
was heard and felt for several miles. 

Gilbert was cut in two. Both of his legs 
were found 200 feet from his body. _ His 
intestines were scattered about, his head 
was split open, part of his face and one 
arm were blown off. 

Sinclair’s legs were torn off below the 
knee, and a large hole was cut in his 
throat. 

Frank Huddleston was thrown into the 
air a hundred feet or more and landed on 
a pile of rocks a hundred yards away. Both 
of his legs were off at the knees, his face 
was torn away, the top of his head was 
gone and his brains were scattered about. 
His liver was found 30 or 40 feet from his 
body. 
rtd H. Robins’ leg was blown off. Mr. 
Holman’s body was badly mangled. 

A horse that stood hitched to a buggy 
at the blacksmith shop, 60 feet away, was 
killed.

In America baseball] is the national game 
and is exactly suited, not only to the peo- 
ple, but to the climate. Which of us would 
wish to watch, much less play, a game of 
baseball extending over say two or more 
days with the temperature somewhere 
about the 100 degree mark. Neither players 
or spectators could endure it. Therefore 
they confine the time of action to say two 
hours, and all are under high presgure while 
it lasts, 

In England the popularity of cricket can- 
not be doubted, as witness an attendance of 
over 30,000 during one of the Australian 
games during the present month. Then 
again it must be borne in mind that we 
here in St. Louis are apt to compare the 
games to the detriment of cricket, as we 
judge the one from the performance of a 
professional team, whilst we have no op- 
portunity to see the other under the same 
conditions. 

Were the gentlemen who play cricket at 
Forest Park on Saturday afternoons in 
daily training and practice, it would not be 
necessary to have any boundary rules, and 
they might score as many runs as could be 
made before the ball is returned. The ex- 
cessive heat and circumscribed grounds, 
however, under this rule unavoidable. Let 
us have both games and as many others as 
will help to strengthen the muscles and 
sinews of the boys and men of our nation 
or adopted land. FAIRPLAY.

A special from Detroit says that at the 
next meeting of the Turf Congress an at- 
teanpt will be made to bring racing back to 
its oid lines, apportioning the dates out to 
the various clubs and the meetings in the 
West to follow each other, instead of clasn- 
ing as they do now. The special says: 

“With the proposed circuit arrangements 
St. Louis, while racing, would have the 
field to itself as far as the West is con- 
cerned instead of having as is now the case, 
opposition throughout its entire season, All 
the good stables and all the Western book- 
makers wou:id be at the Fair Grounds 
meeting instead of being scattered as un- 
der. existing conditions. With, say 30 books 
in line each day of racing instead of a 
dozen or fourteen, and with the still greater 
crowds that it is reasonable to suppose 
would be drawn to the track, when all the 
good horses in the West would take part in 
the racing, the average daily profits of the 
association would be even greater than at 
present. It would probably be a difficult 
matter, though, to convince the St. Houis 
people that they couid do as well on the 
season as now, and unless they can be made 
to believe that, their opposition to any leg- 
islation in the Turf Congress looking to a 
change in existing arrangements, as far as 
they are concerned, is to be expected. 

‘*‘What has been said with reference to the 
probable attitude of the St. Louis Club as 
to an allotment of dates by the Turf Con- 
gress may be applied to the Chicago Asso- 
ciations. The immediate profits of the as- 
sociations in the two big Western cities 
might be lessened if their racing season 
were shortened, as would necessarily be the 
case with the proposed circuit arrangement, 
and though the betterment of the game at 
other points might and doubtiess would 
eventually inure to their benefit, it need not 
be expected that their representatives will 
look byond the present if the matter of 
“taking turns’ ever comes up for consid- 
eration by the Congress. 

‘‘Nearly all the other associations that are 
members of the Turf Congress, however, 
would be directly and immediately bene- 
fited by a return to the old-time circuit 
arrangement.”’

SAD ENDING OF THE BECKER 
BROTHERS) FISHING TRIP.

LOST IN THE MISSISSIPPI. 


Neither Could Swim and Both Goe Be. 
yond Their Depth While 
Bathing. 


The bodies of Harry and Julius Becker, 
brothers, of 93 North Market street, 
drowned in the Mississipp! River opposite 
Grafton, Ill., were brought here Friday aft- 
ernoon. 

The men were spending a week at the 
clubhouse of the Calhoun Hunting and 
Fishing Club. Thursday afternoon they 
went across to the ‘“‘point,’’ where the II- 
linois and Mississippi rivers meet, and on 
one of the great sand bars in the .Missis- 
sippi River went in bathing. This was 
about 5 o’clook 

Neither man could swim. In splashing 
about one of them came to a “‘step-off,”’ or 
reef, and was immediately beyond his depth. 

The other went to his assistance. He, 
too, got beyond his depth-and both sank. 

Julius Lefmann,. their brother-in-law, 
tried to save them and narrowly missed 
being drowned himself. 

When the men were drowned the wife of 
JuHus Becker was at the clubhouse across 
the river. He was only % years old and 
had not been married long. Harry was 3v 
years old and unmarried. 

Friday morning the yacht Glad Tidings 
went up from Alton and recovered the 
bodies, which were found on the sandy 
bottom under the reef, close together. The 
bodies were taken to Alton on the yacht, 
the widow accompanying them. 

Harry Becker was a financial agent with 
offices at 1107 Wash street. Julius was a 
contractor. 

The Becker family consists of two sisters 
and two brothers, besides the two who 
were drowned. Since the death of their 
parents 15 years ago, they have lived in a 
three-story stone house at 913 North Mar- 
Ket street. They are thrifty and indus- 
trious, and have prospered,
